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Animal Products Statistics 


The work of the Animal Products Section of 
the Industry and Merchandising Division of 
the Bureau of Statistics forms part of the 
annual Census of Industry. It is concerned 
with the collection and compilation of statis- 
tical data on the manufacturing or processing 
of commodities of animal origin, whereas the 
Agriculture Division of the Bureau is more 
concerned with data covering the animals 
themselves and the primary products derived 
from them. It is impossible, of course, to 
draw a hard and fast line between the two 
fields consequently dairy factory statistics 
include data on a considerable quantity of 
fluid milk sold and those of the slaughtering 
and meat packing industry include data on 
fresh meat, a product that may be described 
as ‘“‘processed”’ but certainly not as ‘‘manu- 
factured’’. The statistics collected and com- 
piled by the Animal Products Section fall 
_ into three main groups: those dealing with 
dairy factories, those dealing with meat prod- 
ucts and those dealing with leather and fur 


products. 


_ “Dairy factories’’ as defined for purposes of 
' the Census of Industry includes creameries, 
_ cheese factories, combined butter and cheese 
' factories, milk condenseries, specialized ice 
_ cream factories and processed cheese factories. 
_ The work of the section under review is con- 
| fined to publishing annual data on the oper- 
| ations of the dairy factories. The monthly 
| Statistics are collected by the Agriculture 
' Division of the Bureau as a matter of con- 
' venience and economy, as they can most 
' easily be obtained at the same time as those 
| dealing with fluid milk. 


' The data on which the section’s reports are 
‘based are gathered by means of question- 
' naires sent to every factory engaged in manu- 
‘facturing or processing dairy products. In- 
‘formation is obtained on every phase of 

Operations including costs of raw material, 
' power, fuel, labour, etc. It will be recalled 
_that a full description of this procedure was 
' given in an article on the Census of Industry 
to be found in the June issue of the Canadian 
_ Statistical Review. 


As all nine provinces (Newfoundland has 
‘Mot yet been included in annual statistics) 
‘have departments of agriculture, a close 
cooperation is maintained with them and in 
‘six of the provinces the distribution and 


collection of the annual schedules or question- 
naires is carried out by the provincial author- 
ities who also give valuable aid in obtaining 
reports from those operators who are tardy 
in filing them. This cooperation also helps 
to avoid duplication of effort as between 
federal and provincial authorities. 


Reports on dairy factories 


Publications on the operations of dairy 
factories include three subsidiary reports, 
issued soon after the close of the year and one 
main report incorporating the data contained 
in the first three and also much additional 
information. These reports are: (a) Ice Cream 
Production showing quantity and value of 
production, main producing industries and 
per capita consumption; (b) Processed Cheese 
Industry showing quantities, types and value 
of production; and (c) Production of Dairy 
Factories showing quantity and value of 
butter, cheese and other products as well as 
the number of factories engaged in operations. 
Statistics of Dairy Factories issued, in bilingual 
form, several months after the close of the 
calendar year enlarges on the data given in 
the first three publications and gives infor- 
mation on the number of patrons (farmers 
supplying raw material) payment to patrons, 
numbers of employees, wages paid, exports 
and other data of similar import. 


These reports are, of course, of vital impor- 
tance to all engaged in the dairy industry, to 
the federal and provincial departments of 
agriculture and to many other organizations 
interested in the promotion of the farmers’ 
welfare. They are helpful, also, to the mer- 
chants, both wholesalers and retailers who 
bring the products of this industry to the 
consumer. 


Meat products 


The industries in this group include slaugh- 
tering and meat packing, sausage and sausage 
casing manufacturing, and animal oils and 
fats production. The value of the output of 
the slaughtering and meat packing industry 
is very high, totalling $486,917,000 in 1947. 
The gross value of sales usually places this 
industry among the first three manufacturing 
industries ranked according to value of prod- 
uct. 





The sausage and sausage casing industry 
may be considered as supplementary to the 
slaughtering and meat packing industry. Some 
75 firms operate in this field, most of them on a 
very small scale. The industry had an output 
value of slightly over seven million dollars in 
1947. More sausage is produced in meat 
packing itself than in the separate specialized 
industry while in the case of sausage casings 
only six per cent of the total output is pro- 
duced by the smaller industry. 


The animal oils and fats industry covers the 
activities of rendering plants, whose products 
include tallow, meat scraps, animal foods, 
and fertilizers. Production in 1947 was valued 
at slightly less than two million dollars. 


The usual data covering operations in the 
first two industries, slaughtering and meat 
packing and sausage and sausage casings, are 
given in one annual report entitled Slaugh- 
tering and Meat Packing Industry while data 
on animal fats and oils are included in an 
annual report on miscellaneous manufac- 
turing industries. 


The current situation is covered in two 
monthly reports issued. by the Agriculture 
Division of the Bureau. These are: (a) Cold 
Storage Holdings of Meat and Lard showing 
in detail quantities in storage at the first of 
each month and (b) Output and Comsump- 
tion of Meat and Lard in Canada giving esti- 
mates of meat production, dressed weights, 
imports and exports, total supply, consump- 
tion and other related data. 


Leather and fur products 


The gathering of statistics on the utilization 
of hides and skins by means of questionnaires 
is quite naturally also a function of the Animal 
Products Section. Two subdivisions are recog- 
nized (a) leather and its products and (b) fur 
products. Under the first of these are shown 
data on the tanning of hides into leather and 


on its subsequent manufacture into leather 
products. 


The publications in which the collected 
monthly data are presented are: (1) Statistics 
of Hides, Skins and Leather showing stocks of 
raw hides and skins at the end of the month 
and wettings of hides and the production of 
finished leather during the month; and (2) 
Production of Leather Footwear giving total 
pairs produced, production by kinds for the 
month and year and comparative figures for 
the previous year. Table 29 of the Canadian 
Statistical Review to be found on pages 64-66 
inclusive of this issue are based upon these 
monthly reports. 


Annual publications dealing with leather 
products are: (1) Leather Gloves and Mittens 
Industry; (2) Leather Footwear Industry; (3) 
Miscellaneaous Leather Goods, Leather Belt- 
ing, Leather Boot and Shoe Findings; and 
(4) Leather Industry. In all cases the usual 
data to be found in the Bureau’s annual 
reports on industries is supplied. 


The Canadian fur goods industry in which 
are engaged over 600 reporting firms recorded 
a production valued at $57,542,000 in the 
year 1947 with women’s fur coats accounting 
for three-fourths of the dollar value. The 
operations of the industry are covered in one 
annual report entitled Fur Goods and Fur 
Dressing Industries which covers all phases of 
it. 


In smaller industries such as those discussed 
immediately above the utilization of the 
reports, both monthly and annual is mainly 
to be found within the industries themselves. 
To a very great extent all operators within 
each industry are dependent for the statistics 
of it upon the data gathered by the Bureau. 
Indeed it might be said that in these and 
similar industries the prime function of the 
Bureau is, through its reports, to act as a 
clearing house of statistical information for 
the industry as a whole and to the individuals 
and firms engaged in it. 











Fisheries 


The fisheries industry is stratified, both 
vertically and horizontally, into a number of 
inter-related groups — fishermen, biologists, 
processors, packers, and shippers—but for 
statistical purposes the industry falls into two 
sections: primary and secondary. 


The primary section is concerned with the 
catch of fish and with the fishing effort in 
terms of man-power, vessels employed, gear 
and other equipment. The quantity of fish 
landed is of great importance to processors 
and shippers in determining their operating 
and marketing plans. Its relation to fishing 
effort and to fishing districts is of importance 
to biologists and other technicians in studying 
conservation and exploitation of fish popu- 
lations and the effects of using various methods 
of fishing and types of equipment in the 
pursuit of various kinds of fish in different 
sea, lake and river areas. 


The secondary aspect of the fishing industry 
deals with the form in which the fish reaches 
the consumer. As food it may be fresh, dried, 
salted, smoked, frozen or treated in other 
ways. By-products, particularly meal, oil and 
fertilizer, also account for a significant part 
of the total production. Statistics collected 
on this section of the industry cover the 
operations of fish processing establishments, 
including such items as the number and 
remuneration of employees, costs of raw 
materials, supplies, power, fuel, containers, 
and the value of the finished products. 


The combination of these primary and 
secondary data gives a picture of the industry 
—the fishing, the catch, the disposition of the 
catch in product forms—by districts, provinces 
and regions (East Coast, Inland, West Coast) 
and for Canada as a whole. .To bring the 
picture a step nearer to completeness, external 
trade figures (fishery imports and exports) 
are included in the published statistics. It is 
thus possible to calculate with reasonable 
accuracy the Canadian domestic consumption 
of fish products. ‘ 


Fisheries publications 


It is important that those engaged in all 
phases of the fishing industry should have as 
much and as recent information as possible 
on the supplies of raw material and on the 
demand for the products of the fisheries. In 
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collaboration with the federal Department of 
Fisheries and with the appropriate depart- 
ments of the provincial governments, an 
attempt is made to meet this need by the issue 
of the Monthly Review of Canadian Fisheries 
Statistics, upon which is based table 43 of this 
review. This publication provides the latest 
available figures on the landings of fish and 
other marine creatures, by weight, value, 
species, and regions; on output of by-products; 
on the disposition of the catch in percentages 
of landed quantities; on stocks in cold storage; 
and on imports and exports as well as prices 
paid to fisherman. 


At the present time the incorporation of 
Newfoundland statistics into this report is an 
important problem. In certain fields, such as 
external trade and cold storage holdings, this 
has been accomplished with little difficulty 
or delay. In others, however, such action 
must await the organization of a service of 
statistical reporting that will provide infor- 
mation comparable with that obtained from 
the other provinces. The efficient but limited 
statistical service of the Newfoundland Fish- 
eries Board is being expanded for this purpose 
and it is hoped that current figures for the 
province may become available for inclusion in 
the Monthly Review of Canadian Fisheries 
Statistics during the first half of 1950. 


The Advance Annual Reports on Fisheries 
give details of fish caught and marketed during 
the year, fishery by-products produced, capital 
equipment in use and data on employment 
for Canada as a whole and for each of the 
individual provinces, except Ontario and the 
Prairie Provinces which are dealt with as a 
group. 


This is followed by the more comprehensive 
annual Fisheries Statistics of Canada which 
contains detailed production statistics, his- 
torical tables of annual landings, marketed 
values, data on employment in both sections 
of the industry, salmon and lobster packs, 
trawler landings, fishing bounty data and 
exports and imports. 


The Livestock and Animal Products Section 
of the Agriculture Division of the Bureau of 
Statistics publishes Cold Storage Holdings of 
Fish on or about the fifteenth of each month 
showing in considerable detail the quantities 
and species of fish in storage at the beginning 
of the month. 
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Most of the major factors which are generally 
used as criteria of Canada’s current economic 
developments show little beyond seasonal 
fluctuations from the previous months but 
stand slightly higher than for the same 
months of earlier years. 


The general index of industrial production 
(1935-39 average = 100) for October last stood 
at 185.5, down from the September figure of 
188.5 but approximately equal to the October, 
1948, mark of 185.4; in October, 1947, this 
index stood at 179.2. Canadian Labour Income 
was estimated at $662 million for the month of 
September last as compared with $658 million 
for the previous month and $663 million for 
September of 1948. The latter figure however 
contained an item of $31 million in retroactive 
pay to railroad employees. The September, 
1947, labour income was $548 million. 


The value of Canada’s retail trade rose 
slightly more than two per cent in October 
over the corresponding month of the previous 
year amounting to $696 million as compared 
with $682 million. It appears probable that 
increased prices rather than increased volume 
of sales was responsible for the gain. The 
October sales were also slightly above those 
registered in September while the average 
monthly gain in the first ten months of this 
year over the same months of 1948 amounted 
to 6.5 per cent. 


Coal production in Canada was nine percent 
higher in November than in the same month 
of the previous year. Imports, however were 
down 52 per cent in the month and 38 per 
cent when the 11-month cumulative total for 
the two years are compared. 


Gross value of the principal field crops 
produced on Canadian farms is currently 
estimated at $1,427 million, down 16 per cent 
from last year’s record value of $1,696 million 
and from the 1947 value of $1,531 million. 
Anticipated participation payments on 
western wheat, oats and barley, however, 
will place this year’s crop value at a higher 
level than the current estimate. 


Finance 


Those business transactions represented by 
Cheques cashed continued to advance in 
October when an increase of 8.8 per cent was 
recorded in the value of cheques cashed in 
clearing house centres over the same month

of last year. The nation-wide dollar value 
amounted to $8,328 million, the largest total 
ever recorded in a single month; clearings for 
October, 1948 were $7,654 million. 


Of the five accepted economic regions all 
except the Province of Quebec showed sub- 
stantial gains over October of a year ago. In 
the Maritimes the inclusion of Newfoundland 
statistics resulted in a gain of 17.8 per cent 
although the clearing house at Halifax reported 
values practically unchanged while Moncton 
and St. John reported small recessions. Five 
of the Ontario clearing house centres reported 
small declines but substantial advances in 
Ottawa and Toronto resulted in a provincial 
advance of 13.1 per cent. The Prairie Provinces 
showed an October, 1949, advance over the 
same month of 1948 of 11.2 per cent when all 
centres except Medicine Hat recorded in- 
creases, Regina and Calgary having the greatest 
with 26.5 and 25.5 per cent respectively. 


British Columbia showed signs of increased 
activity with an increase in clearings of 14.3 per 
cent. The city of Victoria had the greatest 
single increase with a jump of 42 per cent. 


Shrinkage in the dollar value of clearings in 
Quebec city was sufficient to more than offset 
small advances in Montreal and Sherbrooke 
and the provincial total was off 0.9 per cent. 


Security transactions between Canada and 
other countries showed the second greatest 
dollar value for any month of the current 
year in September with sales amounting to 
$21.6 million and purchases to $25.0 million, 
total transactions thus amounting to $46.6 
million. The figure for the same month a year 
earlier was $39.9 million. Almost 90 per cent 
of all such transactions were with the United 
States to which country sales were made to 


the value of $21.1 million with purchases from 


it amounting to $20.3 million. 


Despite the high tempo of economic activity 
commercial failures during the third quarter 
of the year exceeded those of the same period 
of a year ago, with 239 failures being reported. 
This is a greater number than were reported in 
any July to September period since the year 
1940 and 32.0 per cent above the 181 failures of 
the same period of last year. 


The estimated liabilities of concerns reported 
as bankrupt during the third quarter amounted 
to $15.2 million an increase of 34 per cent 
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1948 and the highest amount recorded since 
the year 1934 when for the similar period 
liabilities of $17.8 million were reported by 
1,159 bankrupt firms. 


During the first nine months of the year 
571 bankruptcies were recorded of firms located 
in the province of Quebec. It is apparent 
that in this province, in distinction to the 
others there is a tendency to enter upon 
commercial transactions in a comparatively 
small way and backed by a minimum of 
capital. Such firms are, of course, particularly 
vulnerable to any shifting of economic em- 
phasis and thus must suffer a high mortality 
rate. 


It should, perhaps, be pointed out that all 
bankruptcies of firms forced to default are 
not recorded in the Bureau’s report since in 
some provinces, notably Ontario, firms in 
financial distress can frequently take advantage 
of a Bulk Sales Act and thus avoid bankruptcy 
proceedings. 


Prices and merchandising 


For the third consecutive month the cost-of- 
living index has shown a decline. Between 
October 1 and November 1 this index fell 
from 162.2 to 161.7, a drop of 0.5 points and now 
stands 1.1 points below the all time high 
recorded in August, 1949. The chief reason for 
the decline was easier food quotations with the 
subindex on this important item standing at 
203.3 as compared with 205.0 on October 1. 
This decline was in part offset by upward 
movements in the subindexes dealing with 
fuel, consequent upon higher prices for Amer- 
ican coal and coke, and furniture. The sub- 
indexes on rent and miscellaneous items 
remained unchanged. 


Department store sales in October were 
valued at $82.9 million, only slightly above the 
September mark of $82.3 million. The January 
to October cumulative total was, this year 
approximately 7 per cent above that of the 
year 1948. 


Review of provincial break-downs indicates 
that Alberta recorded the greatest increase in 
October over the same month of the previous 
year with an advance of 10.0 per cent. British 
Columbia with a gain of 6.7 per cent, Saskat- 
chewan with one of 6.1 per cent and Manitoba 
with a 3.0 gain were the only other provinces to 
achieve advances. Decreases of 3.0 per cent and 
2.2 per cent were recorded in Quebec and 
Ontario respectively while dollar value of sales 
in the Maritime Provinces was practically 
unchanged. 
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While the total amount of department store 
sales increased so too did the inventory value 
of stocks of goods which on October 1 stood at 
$20.7 million, up 11 per cent from the figure 
for the same month of the year 1948. The 
increase in inventory was caused by substan- 
tially higher holdings of furniture, clothing 
and footwear. The only substantial decrease, 
one year to another, occurred in food lines 
which shrank 36.9 per cent. 


A new post war peak was reached in October 
when the sales of new motor vehicles num- 
bered 29,577 units with a retail value of $59.8 
million, an increase of 40 per cent in number 
and 43 per cent in value over the totals for the 
corresponding month of the previous year. 
The sales included 21,435 passenger cars, 
8,121 trucks and 21 busses. 


Construction 


Due largely to the increases in the subindexes 
of paint and glass and electrical equipment 
and fixtures the composite price index of 
residential building materials rose to 227.0 
(1935-39=100) after declining in each of 
the two previous months. It remains, how- 
ever, below the mark of 228.9 reached in 
October, 1948. This slight rise in the index 
had, apparently little if any influence on 
employment since the index of employment in 
building stood in October at 265.1 as compared 
with 265.5 in September and 240.3 for October 
of the previous year. 


The present trend in construction of dwelling 
units indicates that the emphasis has shifted 
from starts to completions. This is a normal 
seasonal development since with the coming 
of winter demands for completed housing are 
increasing and contractors therefore make 
every effort to complete as many units as 
possible leaving the beginning of new units 
until the spring. 


During the month of September starts 
totalled 10,035 as compared with 10,651 for the 
same month of a year earlier and to 11,013 
for the month of August. Dwelling units 
completed during the month totalled 7,563 up 
from the 6,667 for the same month a year ago 
but below the mark of 9,109 reached in August 
of this year. 


In the nine-month period of January to 
September a beginning was made on the 
construction of 67,862 dwelling units, approx- 
imately five per cent fewer than were started 
in the same period of the year 1948. Com- 
pletions, however, totalled 62,998 during the 
nine-month period as compared with 50,238 in 
the earlier year. The simultaneous decline in 
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* 1949 total based on first ten months for production 
and first eight months for imports. 





starts and gain in completions is due in large 
part to an unusually heavy carry over of 
partly constructed dwelling from the year 
1948. On January 1, 1949, there were 56,456 
dwelling units under construction whereas 
a year earlier there were only 42,215. 


External trade 


Canada’s imports for consumption during 
the month of October were valued at $234.3 
million and exports during the same month at 
$269.1 million. During the same month of the 
previous year imports were valued at $243.4 
million and exports at $307 million. 


The cumulative totals for the first ten 
months of this year were, imports $2,308.2 mil- 
lion, exports $2,415.1 million. During the same 
period of 1948 imports were valued at $2,166.7 
million and exports at $2,465.1 million. 


Transaction with the United States continue 
to dominate Canada’s external trade position. 
During the first ten months of the current 
year total transactions with that country 
totalled $2,826.9 million with imports 
accounting for $1,638.2 million and exports 
$1,172.4 million. Thus 59.5 per cent of all 
transactions were with the United States 
which supplied us with 70.9 per cent of all our 
imports while buying 48.6 per cent of our 
total exports. Transactions with the United 
Kingdom were on a much smaller scale with 


imports from that country for the ten month 
period totalling $260.2 million and exports to 
her $598.3 million. Both imports from and 
exports to the United Kingdom were higher 
than in the same period of 1948 when Canadian 
purchases were valued at $246.5 million and 
sales $581.7 million. 


During the ten month period under review 
total transactions with the United Kingdom 
accounted for 18.2 per cent of our whole 
external trade with imports from that country 
making up 11.3 per cent of all Canadian buying 
abroad and exports to it being 24.8 per cent of 
all Canadian exports. 


Steel production 


Production of steel ingots and steel castings 
amounted to 240,748 tons during the month of 
September last, 8,000 tons below the production 
of the previous month. Cumulative totals for 
the first nine months of the present and the 
past year amounted to 2,404,368 tons and 
2,361,387 tons respectively. 


Shipments of primary shapes by Canadian 
steel mills, exclusive of producers’ inter- 
change, totalled 223,339 net tons in September 
last, up about ten percent from the August 
total of 203,345 tons. The amount of pro- 
ducers’ interchange was 75,959 tons in Sep- 
tember as against 68,824 tons in August.
